TAXES: 
Good News 
Though the senate and house had 
yet 
to 
compromise 
their 
differ­ 
ences, John Q. Public could look 
forward to substantial reductions in 
income taxes in 1946, and Ameri­ 
can business was assured generous 
relief for the im m ediate postwar 
period. 
No less than 2*4 billion dollars 
was expected to be lopped off of in­ 
dividual income taxes as a result of 
provisions for perm itting $500 ex­ 
emptions for dependents before pay­ 
m ent of the norm al 3 per cent levy 
and the scaling down of surtax 
rates. 
Close to another 8 billion dol­ 
lars was scheduled to be pared from 
corporation income taxes through 
substantial reduction or total elimi­ 
nation of the excess profits assess­ 
m ent; repeal of the declared value 
excess 
profits 
and 
capital 
stock 
levies, and graduated decrease in 
surtax rates on companies with less 
than $60,000 net return. 
In addition to income tax reduc­ 
tions, the use tax on automobile and 
boats was expected to be dropped. 
Solons were divided on the question 
of w artim e luxury levies, however, 
with the house for cutting present 
rates to prew ar levels July I and 
the senate against the action. 
With reserves well over 6 billion 
dollars, both houses were unani­ 
mous in freezing present social se­ 
curity payroll taxes at I per cent on 
employee and employer alike and 
forestalling an autom atic increase 
to 2Vi per cent apiece January I. 
Under the tax relief bill drawn up 
by the senate, G.I.s would not be 
required to pay taxes on service 
compensation during the war years, 
and officers would be perm itted to 
spread tax liabilities over a three 
year period interest free. 
LABOR: 
Setting Pattern 
With both Henry Ford II and 
United Automobile W orkers' leaders 
expressing confidence in settlem ent 
of a wage adjustm ent at the com­ 
pany, government officials held high 
hopes that an agreem ent might re­ 
sult in the establishm ent of a post­ 
war pay pattern and clear the way 
for speedy reconversion. 
Government optim ism was a wel­ 
come note in the dreary labor pic­ 
ture, pointed up by the deadlock in 
negotiations between the UAW and 
General 
Motors 
over 
the 
CIO 
union’s dem ands for a 30 per cent 
wage increase to m aintain w artim e 
“ take-hom e" pay and the corpora­ 
tion’s resistance to the dem ands 
because of possible effects on prices. 
Setting the pattern for other CIO 
unions, the UAW declared that Gen­ 
eral Motors was well able to dip 
into alleged huge w artim e profits to 
carry 
over 
any 
losses 
accruing 
from higher wages until future pro­ 
duction reached big volume levels. 
Reflecting industrial sentim ent for 
its own part, General Motors denied 
exorbitant w artim e earnings and de­ 
clared any withdrawal from reserves 
would crim p expansion plans. 
As 
the 
companies 
and 
unions 
clashed, the adm inistration worked 
on a reconversion wage policy de­ 
signed to guide negotiations through 
the troublesom e days ahead. Strong­ 
ly influenced by labor, the govern­ 
m ent reportedly favored substantial 
wage boosts to m aintain wartim e 
“ take-hom e" 
pay 
while 
freezing 
prices at prew ar levels, except in 
hardship cases. 
Giving both capital and labor its 
say in the form ulation of a reconver­ 


sion pay program , the governm ent 
moved slowly in the establishm ent 
of policy. Hopes ran high that the 
forthcoming m anagem ent-labor p ar­ 
ley would result in the voluntary 
creation of m achinery for settlem ent 
of im portant disputes. 
MILITARY TRAINING: 
Await Response 
Having received President Tru­ 
m an’s recom m endation for one year 
of postwar m ilitary 
training for 
American youth 17 to 20, congress 
adopted a cautious attitude on the 
question, with one ear perked for 
popular reaction and the other for 
m ilitary argum ent. 
Personal congressional response to 
the President’s request varied, with 
Senator Revercom b (Rep., W. Va.) 
declaring ” . . . I am open minded 
—I want to hear both sides of this. 
. . . 
while R epresentative Ceiler 
(Dem., N. Y.) exclaim ed “ . . . We

want no truck with compulsory m il­ 
itary conscription. . . . " 
Meanwhile, it was estim ated that 
about 975.000 youth would be called 
up for training each year under the 
President's program , with 250,(HK) 
rejected for physical or m ental de­ 
ficiencies. Because of weather con­ 
siderations, the largest num ber of 
cam ps undoubtedly would be lo­ 
cated in the south, with regular 
arm y officers and non-commissioned 
officers in charge. Fewer routine 
tasks, such as kitchen police, would 
be in store for reservists, m ilitary 
sources said. 
JAPAN: 
Reform Imminent 
Her m ilitary machine sm ashed, 
Japan s highly developed economic 
monopolies, designed for foreign as 
well as domestic exploitation, also 
faced im m inent dissolution as part of 
tile Allied program to strip Nippon 
of her war-making potential and 
dem ocratize the country. 
The losers figured to be the Ave 
great financial-industrial fam ilies of 
Japan, which, as the dominant cl 
vilian powers, had exercised strong 
pressure on the nation’s foreign poli­ 
cies. 
Backed both politically and 
financially by the government, the 
big five, known as the “zaibatsu," 
were heavy investors in overseas 
development. 
By sm ashing the “ zaibatsu," the 
Allies planned to loosen their grip 
over Japanese politics and perm it 
more liberal and dem ocratic ele­ 
m ents to exert influence over gov­ 
ernment 
direction. 
At the 
sam e 
time, destruction of the great com­ 
bines promised freer opportunity for 
economic development in the coun­ 
try. 
As steps were taken for the dis­ 
solution of the "zaibatsu," the politi­ 
cal transform ation of Japan slowly 
gained ground with new parties in 
the development stage and m ore lib­ 
eral political institutions impending 
in the rewriting of the national con­ 
stitution. 


Huge P o stw a r Market for Autos Looms 


Potential dem and for autom obiles by domestic consum ers next year 
should am ount to 9,843,000 cars, after allowing for 331,000 cars to meet 
the increase in population, says the Alexander Hamilton institute. 
At the beginning of 1942, the num ber of passenger automobiles in 
operation in the United States was at a record peak of 27,364,000, results 
of an extensive survey showed. As the result of the stoppage of production 
during the w ar, the prospect is that there will be only 21,921,000 cars in 
operation at the beginning of 1946. Taking into account the increase in 
population since 1942, the num ber of passenger automobiles in operation 
at the beginning of 1946 will thus be 6,768,000 cars below the norm al level 
and in addition 2.744.000 cars m ay be scrapped in 1946.

FIRE RAIDS: 
U. S. 
Vulnerable 


Back from a tour of war-wracked 
Europe, Anthony J. Mullaney, chief 
fire m arshal of Chicago, IU., and a 
noted authority on fires, declared 
that investigations showed that no 
great city could withstand concen­ 
trated 
explosive 
and 
incendiary 
raids and domination of the skies j 
overhead was the only assurance of 
safety. 
j 
In m aking his disclosure, Mui- I 
laney cited the obliteration of Ham- j 
burg, Germ any, 
where all 
walls j 
were of brick, numerous firebreaks 
existed, no skyscrapers reared up 
and an efficient fire departm ent op­ 
erated. In a contrast indicative of 
the vulnerability of Am erican cities, I 
Mullaney cited localities dotted with I 
fram e buildings, wood lathe and j 
plaster construction, tall buildings. J 
and few em pty spaces for allowing a 
sweeping fire to peter out. 
In burning out Hamburg, Mul- J 
laney said, great squads of Allied 
bombers first dropped explosives to I 
rip up structures, with incendiaries 
then being loosed upon the open j 
wreckage. Towering flames licked 
up the oxygen to create a vacuum | 
into which air from surrounding 
areas then rushed in, creating fierce j 
“ fire storm s." With Instrum ents re- I 
cording tem peratures of 1,400 de- j 
grees F., over 40,000 persons were ! 
said to have died from the flames, 
heat inhalation or asphyxiation. 


In the last two months the public 
has learned a lot about the impor­ 
tance of industrial reconversion. For 
many more months, business men, 
with the help of the best technical 
advice they could obtain, have been 
preparing to shift from w artim e to 
, peacetim e production. 
Government 
has shared the knowledge of its ex­ 
perts and proffered its co-operation. 
Labor has contributed its sugges- 
; lions. 
All three know what they 
want. Together they hope to obtain 
a successful synthesis. 
But what many people do not real­ 
ize is that the nation, the whole 
world, for that m atter, is facing an­ 
other reconversion problem, equally 
as difficult to solve, equally as im­ 
portant to achieve. 
It is the recon­ 
version of our whole educational sys­ 
tem , and upon its success depends 
the political future of democracy 
and its economic future as well, as 
embodied in the theory and out­ 
working of free enterprise. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
our 
current 
educational 
system, 
which along with our wartim e in­ 
dustrial system m ade Allied victory 
possible, is no m ore adapted to meet 
the new and startling problems of 
the postwar world than the Japanese 
defense 
could 
m eet 
the 
atomic 
bomb. 
Enlightened educators everyw here 
realize this. In a short tim e experts 
will m eet in London to work out a 
program outlined in San Francisco 
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lean school gave our polyglot nation 
the aolidarity to carry on the w ar 
successfully. 
But," he added, “ we 
have severe tests ahead. 
We m ust 
educate for freedom, and educate for 
existence 
in 
a 
newly 
integrated 
world of which we are an integral 
part. 
We must understand our own 
problem and the problems of oth­ 
ers." 
I couldn't help applying this the­ 
ory to the stories from Germ any. 
A thorough understanding of democ­ 
racy is proof against Nazi propagan- 
j da. 
An understanding of other peo­ 
ples an-4 events beyond our borders 
which affect us—as the rise of Hitler 
and Mussolini affected us—would 
m ake us deaf to Germ an prevarica­ 
tions and excuses. 
In order to 
meet 
the 
threats 
against democracy from within and 
from without, Mr. Studebaker be­ 
lieves, with most of his colleagues, 
that our present educational system 
will have to be thoroughly renovat­ 
ed. "Both the plant and the product 
must be rem odeled," he says. 
He chose two subjects—geography 
and economics—as exam ples of how 
the product must be altered. 


Knowledge of 
Conditions Vital 
Geography is im portant because it 
is a study of the world in which we 
live. It is a study of the peoples who 
live in the world—of our very near, 
thanks to jet propulsion and atom ic 
energy, if not always very dear 
neighbors 
Geography is also the 
study of the pursuits, the indus­ 
tries of the people of the world. Its 
grasp is essential if we are to bring 
intelligent thought to judgm ent of 


oil of the United Nations. 
Here at 
home and in other dem ocratic coun­ 
tries, domestic educational policies 
are being reshaped to m eet the new 
conditions. 
Education fc* world freedom is an 
im portant objective; education for 
freedom in the land of the free is 
equally im portant, for it is the foun­ 
dation stone of world dem ocracy. 
We have the task of reconverting 
our own antiquated m achinery so 
that it will be geared to produce 
and m aintain freedom. The United 
Nations’ task is to build new m a­ 
chinery which will evolve a prod­ 
uct which m ust displace the Nazi- 
F ascist teachings which still have 
their hold on a large segm ent of the 
population. 
Our own product m ust 
be both a weapon of offense and of 
defense. 
We have a powerful example in 
the need for this in the dem onstrat­ 
ed strength of the Nazi ideology and 
the weakness of what we have so far 
produced to com bat it. 


NAVY: 
Speed Releases 
With nearly 300,000 enlisted men 
and officers already released since 
V-J Day, the navy planned for the 
demobilization of an additional 800,- 
000 by the first of next year through 
a reduction in discharge scores. 
Following establishm ent of lower 
scores November I, the navy con­ 
tem plated an even further cut De­ 
cem ber I, with m ale officers’ point 
requirem ents pared to 44; enlisted 
male personnel to 39; WAVE offi­ 
cers to 30, and enlisted WAVE per­ 
sonnel 24. 
In cutting its discharge scores, 
the navy left its point computation 
unaltered, with one-half point for 
each year of age; one-half point for 
each full m onth of service; IO points 
for dependents regardless of num ­ 
ber, and one-fourth point for each 
month of service outside of the U.S., 
since Septem ber I, 1939. 
TURKEYS: 
G.I.s and civilians alike are as­ 
sured of am ple supplies of turkeys 
for the Thanksgiving and Christm as 
holidays even though the size of 
birds may be sm aller than usual due 
to grow ers’ speeding up production 
upon governm ent demand. 
Purchasing turkeys as early as 
last August, the arm y quarterm as­ 
ter corps assured plentiful stocks for 
service personnel. Most of the birds 
already 
have 
been 
dressed 
and 
stored in warehouses or are in proc­ 
ess of shipm ent overseas. 


Nazi Propaganda 
Remain* Strong 
A report made public only a week 
or two ago reveals how “ Naziism at 
its blackest,’’ as the report describes 
it, is being kept alive in a series of 
“ resistance clubs" in Germ any scat­ 
tered from the North sea to the Ba­ 
varian m ountains. Allied investiga­ 
tors have pieced together an appal­ 
ling picture of a widespread activity 
based upon race hatred, and other 
Nazi principles with which the Ger­ 
m an youth has been so thoroughly 
indoctrinated in a m anner pointed 
out in these columns some tim e ago 
and which I then said m ust be dealt 
with eventually. 
The offense is powerful, and the 
weakness of our defense is illustrat­ 
ed in recent dispatches telling us 
how Nazi propaganda is affecting the 
viewpoint of the Am erican arm y of 
occupation. 
A m ajor is reported as 
doubting the truth of the atrocity 
stories in the concentration cam p of 
Dachau located only a few miles 
from where he was stationed. Amer­ 
ican soldiers are heard parroting the 
fam iliar Goebbels’ fabrication that 
Germany was forced into the w ar; 
that Hitler had his faults but was 
really great In m any respects, or if 
H itler's glory is found to be too 
strong a goat he is used as a scape­ 
goat to excuse G erm an war guilt. 
I have just come from a long talk 
with one of A m erica’s great educa­ 
tors, John Studebaker, United States 
Com m issioner of Education. 
It was 
he who introduced me to the phrase, 
"the new reconversion." 
“ Our dem ocratic system is threat- 
•ned from within and without," he 
said to me earnestly. 
"The Amer- 


their effect upon 
each other and upon us. 
“ And yet, geography was never 
taught to our people," Mr. Studebak­ 
er says. “ We stop teaching it at the 
eighth grade. The younger children, 
from three to eight, are taught by 
teachers who them selves never had 
more than eighth grade instruction 
in the subject.’’ 
And his second example of one 
of our educational products which 
m ust be strengthened, economics, 
“ belongs still less to the people.” 
Only 5 per cent of the high school 
pupils ever studied economics, he in­ 
formed me, and only 5 per cent of 
these ever learned anything about 
international trade. 
“ How can we possibly m eet the 
problems arising now if we do not 
understand this subject? 
How can 
wa possibly m aintain free enterprise 
if we cannot pass a considered Judg­ 
ment on the questions that the pa­ 
pers are full of every day? How can 
a person say whether a wage in­ 
crease is fair if he has never studied 
tile sim plest theories of supply and 
demand, or the more com plicated 
relations of wages, costs, profits?” 
And in the international field, he 
continued, how could a person who 
had never learned the fundam entals 
of international trade know whether 
a tariff was justified, whether a car­ 
tel was dangerous, whether certain 
foreign business activities benefitted 
the people as a whole, whether free 
competition or government «ubsidy 
was a better policy? 
How could 
they advise their congressm an to 
vote on the Bretton Woods agree­ 
ment, or the policy of foreign loans? 
Just as geography suffers because 
its teaching ends before m aturity is 
reached (m aturity in this sense is 
the 15-10 year group, roughly high 
scnool age), economics is begun too 
late, 
It is offered as a one-year, 
nigh school course and boiled down 
into such a concentrated potion that 
not only are vital elem ents om itted 
(such as international trade) but it

a sp e ctre behind the daily news of 
•trikes, w age debates and govern­ 
m ent econom ic planning. 
No one in this country has seen an 
inflation w alking, or I should say, i 
running. 
A dults 
w ith 
m em ories 
m ay recall it as som ething w hich 
happened in G erm any afte r the la st 
w ar, when a bushel backet of m oney 
w as necessary to buy a m eal. B ut in 
gen eral the new s deb ate tre a ts it 
as an infinite kind of prospect w ith­ 
out dim ensions, a so rt of econom ic 
hell they know can happen, yet they 
cannot picture it. 
The kind of inflation talked 
vbout now, should be easy to un- 
ier.stand thoroughly. We have 
gone far enough toward it to 
m ake th#* J'lndm rks risible. 
It 
is unlike any which has gone be­ 
fore 
in 
history, 
because 
pri­ 
m arily it is a price inflation. 
In G erm any, the w reckage of th e I 
m oney system and the bankruptcy 
of the country, brought the condi­ 
tion in which a glass of beer cost 
IOO m a rk s or so. In other countries, 
such as China, a depleted tre a su ry 
alread y has brought co m p arativ e in­ 
flation. 
We a re 
not 
bankrupt 
and 
our 
trea su ry 
took 
in

billion 
dol­ 
la rs last year. Ours is an inflation 
of prices directly, We have a short- 
| age of goods, all goods, due to w ar 
w astes, increased consum ption and 


I free 
distribution 
of 
our 
supplies 
j around the world. The cost of m any 
! things alread y has doubled since be- 
! fore the w ar. 


WILL REFU SE TO BUY 
Now the unions w ant a 30 per 
cent w age increase in this tim e of a 
goods shortage. H ow ever m uch they 
get of their dem and, prices will be 
increased at least th a t m uch and 
probably m ore. My experience as a 
consum er in this brave new eco­ 
nom ic 
world 
has 
convinced 
m e 
that a1] th a t is needed to in crease 
prices is an excuse. 
If a m an can sell his goods for an 
ever increasing price, he will do it. 
If he controls 
a se lle rs’ 
m a rk e t 
such as we have now w'here people 
pay anything^ asked, he w’ould be 
superhum an if he did not re sist both 
the 
loose 
governm ent 
regulations 
and conscience, if any. 
But 
the 
course 
of 
upward 
wage jumps and upward price 
jumps will run, as soon as the 
shortage of goods Is over, into 
buyer resentm ent. 
The wage- 
price 
inflationary 
spiral 
in­ 
evitably must encounter the day 
when people will not buy. 
Indeed there necessarily must 
be a day when they cannot pay 
the price if they would, because 
the w ages of no other class have 
Increased as have the wages of 
union labor. We are getting to 
the point where we can see the 
people will close their pocket- 
books and strike or will have to 
strike in the econom ic sense, 
purchasing only that which is 
necessary. 
Then the house will fall down. The 
sp iral will collapse with a thud. De­ 
clining dem and will cause declining 
production unem ploym ent — depres­ 
sion.

F rom then on the depression can 
go 
m any 
w’ays. 
The 
governm ent 
j cannot collect even 35 billion dol- 
j la rs or a fraction of it from a coun- 
i *rF *n the throes of depression.

nancing to prom ote another gigantic 
spending program to save the situ- j 
Btion. 
It w'ould probably sta rt the print- j 
big presses and bring to its final 
logical conclusion the bankruptcy of 
the nation, because this is the only 
thing it could do. 
In this process everyone who 
has anything of value from a 
bank account to a bond would 
lose it or suffer a terrific depre­ 
ciation of anything he was able 
to hold through the crisis. But 
those who have nothing of value 
would suffer more severely, for 
it is reasonable to expect the 
starvation here that every other 
nation in sim ilar circum stances 
has encountered. 
Then would com e dictatorial 
cialism . It would have to be a dic­ 
tato rsh ip because the w'orld knows 
no other way to handle people who 
will not behave of their own ac­ 
cord. It w'ouId have to be socialism 
because this is the com m on political 
m ethod today of handling nations in 
bankruptcy. 


The T ru m an adm inistration has 
been w orking behind its doors the 
last week trying to get a w age poli­ 
cy upon which to base solutions, but 
has found it h ard to do. L abor Sec­ 
reta ry 
Sehw ellenbach thought 
we 
had om> in the oil settlem ent, but 
a lte r the bricks started falling upon 
his head for that one, he craw led 
out of the pile with an aching head, 
aw are, he had m ade a m istake. 
After all, if you give the m en a 
15 per cent increase and then grant 
them the right to negotiate or arbi­
